Do you have a lot of good friends? 

Is your family supportive? 

How many people in your life remain loyal to you through 
success and failure? 

I consider myself to be a very lucky person. I had two won- 
derful parents who loved me very much and demonstrated their 
love on a daily basis. I have the best sister in the world and two 
great brothers who work by my side every day in our family 
business. 

My wife Pam and I have been married for 35 years. She’s the 
most important person in my life, although neither of us could 
survive long without our three children and four grandchildren. 

Ihave good relationships with my mother-in-law, my daugh- 
ters-in-law and so many more in my extended family. 

And I have a few close friends outside my family. A year ago, 
I lost one of those friends, when Barry Sollenberger passed 
away. 

I didn’t expect it. I wasn’t ready for it. I thought Barry would 
live for at least 20 more years. In fact, Barry was in such good 
physical shape that I thought he’d easily outlive me. 


We were friends and business partners for over 30 years. We 
supported each other in a variety of ventures, sometimes work- 
ing together and other times on our own. 

I wasn’t very involved in Barry’s historical work. He didn’t 
participate much in my out-of-state publishing and souvenir 
sales efforts. We published and sold numerous university and 
high school game programs and magazines together. 

Since Barry died, I’ve heard from dozens of friends and 
acquaintances. They all convey their condolences. I take pride in 
all of the honors and accolades that have recently come Barry’s 
way. Every so often, I watch a video about Barry that my son 
Andy produced. 

I’m a strong person and rarely do I become depressed. But I 
must admit this has been a very difficult year for me. 

When Barry and I were working on a project that wasn’t 
going very well, I’d get down from time to time. He didn’t like 
that at all and would give me a little pep talk. 

“Dave, don’t worry about everything all at once. Just take it 
day by day.” 

That's what I’m doing right now. Taking it day by day and 
trying to do justice to Barry’s magazine.

“No Way to Replace Barry” 


For the last six years 
of his life, Barry 
Sollenberger was the 
media relations director 
for the Arizona 
Interscholastic 
Association. That position 
was created for him by Dr. 
Harold Slemmer, the 
executive director of the 
AIA. 

“We hired Barry to pre- 
serve the history of high 
school sports in Arizona,” 
says Slemmer. “We also 
gave him the latitude he 
needed to adjust his 
schedule.” 

Barry spent countless 
hours at various libraries, 
throwing himself into a number of 
research projects. He also needed the 
better part of two months each year to 
sell advertising, gather information, write 
and distribute his Phoenix Metro Football 
Magazine. 

“This magazine became his baby. It 
evolved into the official book for the start 
of the season,” says Slemmer, who was a 
coach, athletic director and principal 
before assuming his current position. 
“The rankings were important and Barry 
became the expert on the high school 
kids in the Phoenix Metro area.” 

The publication, in many ways, was 
just an extension of Barry’s love for high

school sports. He didn’t want the accom- 
plishments of Arizona’s greatest teams, 
coaches and athletes to be forgotten. So 
he did something about it. 

“You couldn't embellish anything with 
Barry,” recalls Slemmer. “He knew. 
Accuracy was important. Barry taught us 
not to embellish when it came to records. 

“Barry was a real positive force for the 
AIA. He knew the sports reporters from all 
of the little towns in our state. 

“He also enjoyed being at the tourna- 
ments. In his time at the AIA, he fielded 
lots of calls from reporters and so on, 
looking for information. And, even though 
he would sometimes complain a little

about people ignoring 
mailings he had done, he 
took pride in having the 
answers to those ques- 
tions.” 

When Barry died, 
Slemmer had to find a new 
media relations director. 

“There was no way to 
replace Barry. But we 
brought in a young man 
(Brian Bolitho) with a pas- 
sion for high school sports 
who could be the custodi- 
an of our records and 
contribute to our organiza- 
tion in other ways. 

“Sometime during this 
school year, we hope to 
create an award in Barry’s 
honor. We're looking for high school stu- 
dents particularly interested in sports jour- 
nalism. Their assignment would be to 
research a great team from their school, 
do interviews with former coaches and 
athletes, locate relevant photos and write 
a story on that special squad. Whether or 
not a scholarship will be involved is still to 
be determined, but, at the very least, we 
could work with Kukulski Brothers to get 
stories published in the Phoenix Metro 
Football Magazine or the AIA State 
Championship Programs. 

“We must work with the great legacy 
Barry left to the high schools in our state.”

For years, Barry and | sold them at Sun Devil games, 
through mail order and so on. 

Recently, my brothers and | have been going through 
boxes and boxes of Barry's things, attempting to donate 
each item to someone who will handle it properly. 

So, when | ran across 125 copies of the Rose Bowl 


Program, | called Mark Brand, the media relations director 
at ASU. 

“It’s fate, Dave,” says Brand. “We’re going to honor 
ASU’s 1986 and 1996 Rose Bowl teams at halftime of our 
November 11th game against Washington State. We were 
discussing what we could do for each of those team mem- 
bers. It would be great to give them a copy of the program 
from that game.” 

So that’s what’s going to happen. Only Barry would have 
held on to those books for two decades. And his spirit will be 
there on that night of celebration for Sun Devil fans.

As the 2005 season progressed, 
ASU’s defensive line problems were 
impossible to hide. The Sun Devils 
had Pac-10 Co-Defensive Player of 
the Year Dale Robinson and NFL 
draftee Jamar Williams heading their 
linebacking corps, but too often the 
D-Line’s shortcomings made the 
Front Seven look outmanned. On the 
year, ASU gave up a startling 29.9 
points and 468.8 yards per game. 

Much was expected of the Sun 
Devils and they nearly produced, 
having national powers Louisiana 
State and USC on the ropes before 
suffering heartbreaking defeats. Still, 
it wasn’t a bad season. Coach Dirk 
Koetter guided his Devils to a 7-5 
mark and a 45-40 Insight Bowl victo- 
ry over Rutgers. But that was last 
year. 

Could 2006 become one of the 
those special years ASU enjoys every 
so often? After all, the Sun Devils 
capped their 1986 and 1996 cam- 
paigns with trips to the Rose Bowl. 
We'll see. 

Senior Sam Keller and sophomore 
Rudy Carpenter are back to run 
ASU's devastating offensive attack.

Improvement on Defense a Must! 


Junior tight end Zach Miller has grabbed 94 aerials and hit paydirt 11 times in his 
first two years at ASU, good enough to garner preseason All-America recognition 
by several organizations (Paynter Pics). 


Keller merely threw for 2,165 yards 
and 20 touchdowns before going 
down with a thumb injury midway 
through the year. So Carpenter came 
in and threw for another 2,273 yards 
and 17 scores, leading the nation in 
passing efficiency in the process. A 
better quarterback tandem in major 
college football may not exist. 

Graduation claimed all-time lead- 
ing receiver Derek Hagen (now with 
the NFL Miami Dolphins), as well as 
home run threat Matt Miller and 
steady Moey Mutz. But the next 
wave of Sun Devil pass catchers is 
ready to go, led by preseason All- 
America Zach Miller at tight end. An 
unbelievable talent, Miller has caught 
94 balls for 1,028 yards and 11 TDs in 
his first two years on campus. But 
there’s more. 

“In my opinion, Zach Miller is one 
of the best blocking tight ends in the 
nation,” says Koetter. 

Brent Miller — Zach’s older brother 
— should start at H-Back, since block- 
ing specialist Lee Burghgraef com- 
pleted his eligibility. Other Tight 
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End /H-Back types include sopho- 
more transfer Dane Guthrie, sopho- 
more Andrew Pettes and redshirt 
freshman Jovon Williams. 

This could be senior Terry 
Richardson’s breakout year at one of 
the wideouts, if he can ever stay out 
of Koetter’s doghouse. He didn’t par- 
ticipate in spring football for an 
undisclosed rules violation. But soph- 
omore Mike Jones sure did. He 
appears to be a rising star — with 
good size and speed. A former prep 
quarterback, Jones grabbed seven 
passes for 142 yards and two six- 
pointers in the spring game. 

Others to watch include seniors 
Rudy Burgess and Jamaal Lewis 
(who are switching from running 
back and tight end, respectively), 
sophomore Nate Kimbrough, redshirt 
freshmen Chris McGaha and Brandon 
Smith and true freshman Kyle 
Williams. McGaha (Moon Valley) and 
Williams (Chaparral) won several 
Arizona State High School Player of 
the Year awards before joining the 
Devils.

who runs with power. Junior college 
transfer Ryan Torain (6-0, 215) could 
also be a factor.

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Now, to the defense. Koetter and 
staff have been searching for quality 
defensive linemen for years. As 
painful as last year was, it appears 
the Sun Devils have finally turned 
the corner in that area. Three highly- 
regarded transfers — Loren Howard 
(Northwestern), Michael Marquardt 
(Brigham Young) and Tranell Morant 
(Florida) — join holdovers Jordan Hill, 
Kyle Caldwell and Will Kofe to give 
A-State a solid foundation on the 
defensive front. 

In addition, sophomore David 
Smith, redshirt freshman Dexter 
Davis, sophomore transfer Martin 
Tevaseu, junior transfer Alex Fa’agai, 
plus true freshmen Jermaine 
Williams, Jon Hargis and Zach 
Niusulu should challenge for playing 
time. Tevaseu is counted on to be a 
run stopper deluxe, as soon as he 
adjusts to major college competition. 

With Dale Robinson and Jamar 
Williams gone, the linebacking corps 
must be rebuilt. Defensive coordina- 
tor Bill Miller is counting on junior 
Robert James (5-11, 225) to help the 
cause; he’s a returning starter. Soph 
Chad Lindsey (6-0, 224) has plenty of 
potential, but ASU needs him to play

well now. Senior Beau Manutai (6-1, 
262) plays the run very well, but he’s 
prone to injury. Sophomores Adam 
Vincent and Antone Saulsberry could 
contribute. A great recruiting class of 
linebackers and several converted 
safeties could also see action. 

The secondary graduated several 
players, but should be alright. Senior 
Zach Catanese and junior Josh Barrett 
could form a dynamic tandem at 
safety, if Barrett can overcome 
injuries and play to his awesome abil- 
ity. Catanese, an all-conference candi- 
date, participated in 107 tackles in 
2005. 

At cornerback, the Devils have vet- 
erans Keno Walter-White and Chad 
Green, plus JC newcomers Justin 
Tryon and Chris Baloney. In other 
words, there’s good talent, but not 
much experience — and some prob- 
lems with staying healthy enough to 
suit up week after week. 

Sophomore Jeremy Payton has a 
bright future and Mike Nixon, a for- 
mer Arizona Player of the Year, opted 
for a collegiate football career after 
several years in professional baseball. 

Senior Jesse Ainsworth is a terrific

weapon with his booming kickoffs 
and placekicking prowess (9-11 FGs, 
53-53 PATs). He also could grab the 
punting duties, although junior trans- 
fer Jonathan Johnson will be in the 
picture. 

ASU is blessed with a number of 
outstanding return specialists. 

Richardson won All-America and 
all-conference honors for his work 
last fall. He had 337 punt return 
yards, the fifth-most in Sun Devil his- 
tory and the most since 1971. 
Richardson averaged 15.3 yards per 
punt return. He had two returns for 
scores — an 84-yarder against USC 
and an 80-yarder versus UofA. The 
one against the Wildcats keyed ASU’s 
fourth-quarter rally in a 23-20 win. 

Richardson was just as good as a 
kick returner. He raced for 629 yards 
on the year, third most in school his- 
tory. His average was 27.3 yards per 
try. 

Burgess is also a gamebreaker as a 
return specialist, with Kimbrough 
and McGaha pushing for a chance to 
show what they can do.

Does That Mean More Success for the Arizona Cardinals?

The running game was weak, so the Cardinals brought in peren- 
nial All-Pro running back Edgerrin James via the free agency route. 
He previously played with Peyton Manning for the Indianapolis 
Colts. 

The offensive line is still suspect, although the free agent signing 
of Milford Brown and drafting of USC standout Deuce Lutui in the 
second round should help holdovers like Leonard Davis, Elton 
Brown and Oliver Ross become more effective. 

Coach Dennis Green, who currently sports a 112-91 overall 
record in the NFL, knows the defense must perform more consis- 
tently too. 

The defensive front has lost some key players to injury in the 
past couple of years, but the potential is there to be pretty good. 
Darnell Dockett, Bertrand Berry, Chike Okeafor and Kenny King are 
back and fourth-round draftee Gabe Watson, a 340-pound run stop- 
per from Michigan, along with free agent signee Kendrick Clancy, 
are now in the mix. 

Karlos Dansby is an emerging star at linebacker, but needs more 
help around him. Strong safety Adrian Wilson is one of the best in 
the league and last year inked a long-term deal with the club. 

Antrel Rolle was counted on to solidify the situation at corner- 
back, but suffered through an injury-plagued rookie season. Maybe 
he’s the shut-down corner the Cardinals need so badly. 

We'll know soon enough. Training camp is right around the cor- 
ner. Arizona must do better than 5-11 or 6-10.

There’s no doubt most coaches think 
Brophy Prep, Hamilton or Mountain View 
will walk away with the 5A-1 trophy in 
December.

Scooter Molander has a very tough act to 
follow.

GREENWAY Coach Mike Brown pre- 
dicts “a wide-open” race for the 4A-1 tro- 
phy. He’s probably right. Neighborhood 
rival Cactus won its first football title in 
2005, so maybe it’s Greenway’s turn in 
2006. 

Brown begins his eleventh year at 
Greenway, having recorded a lofty 78-38 
ledger over the past decade. He guided 
his 2001 and 2002 squads to the 4A finals. 

Nick Vaden, a 6-2, 205-pound senior, 
leads the Demons on both sides of the 
line of scrimmage. He’s a solid running 
back and an imposing defensive end. 

His running mate at the other defen- 
sive end slot is junior Dustin Freitag (6-4, 
235), while senior John Williams (6-0, 228) 
is a playmaker at defensive tackle. 

Juniors Brenin Brooks (5-11, 200) and 
Robert Sprengeler (5-9, 165) are quality 
performers. Brooks excels at tight end 


and linebacker; Sprengeler is a wide 
receiver-defensive back standout. 

Don’t expect CACTUS to give up its 
4A-1 crown without one terrific fight. In 
fact, the Cobras (14-0 last year) have a 
very respectable 20 lettermen back from 
their state championship team. However, 
just four starters are still available. 

Coach Larry Fetkenhier, 210-58-4 in his 
22 years at Cactus, is counting on senior 
wideout Jordan Flores (6-1, 170) to be a 
top-notch weapon on offense. He had 46 
receptions for 685 yards and 10 scores last 
year. But first-class quarterback Jonathan 
Tobin and his 2,127 passing yards are 
gone, so junior Ryan Underwood (5-10, 
170) will have to step in and do the job. 
Senior wide receiver Manny Solarez (5-11, 
160) will also be a positive factor when 
the Cobras take to the air. 

The running game took a heavy hit 
with the graduation loss of Richard 
Morris. Taking over is Bruce Yeo (5-11, 
184), a junior with breakaway speed.

Cactus had made three previous 
appearances in the state champi- 
onship game, but had left the field 
each time without tasting victory. 
After losing a 34-6 halftime lead 
and the crown to Moon Valley in 
2004, Fetkenhier and crew may 
have wondered if their time would 
ever come. 

It did. On the evening of 
December 2, at University of 
Arizona Wildcat Stadium, Cactus 
played a terrific game and complet- 
ed its own undefeated season (14-0) 
with a convincing 30-7 triumph 
over Sabino. 

The story was much the same for 
Valley Christian in the 2A 
Championship Game at McClintock

Christian. Valley Christian relied on 
its powerful running game to deliv- 
er 368 rushing yards in an impres- 
sive 45-28 win over Arizona 
Lutheran. Overall, the Trojans regis- 
tered 457 yards in total offense. The 
ringleader was senior running back 
Reggie Sheffield, who contributed 
185 yards rushing and two touch- 
downs. Valley Christian ended up 
with a nifty 12-1 record, while 
Arizona Lutheran was 12-2 — both 
losses coming at the hands of the 
Trojans. 

Valley Christian outscored its 
opponents 187-55 in the playoffs. 

Of course, not every champi- 
onship went to “the new kid on the 
block.”

Palo Verde’s only losses last fall 
were to those two teams. With a 
stubborn defense that allowed only 
127 yards in total offense to 
Mingus, the Titans grabbed their 
first football crown since 1973. 

The 1A trophy went to Pima, the 
defending champs in eight-man 
football. Although the Roughriders 
entered the playoffs as a lower

“We have experience and leadership 
in our returning lettermen, paced by our 
senior class,” says head mentor Dallas 
Hickman at SUNNYSLOPE. 
Outstanding depth doesn’t hurt either. 

There are graduation losses to over- 
come — namely TJ Campbell and Chase 
Corley. But QB/DB Sean Maraz (6-2, 
180), who passed for over 2,000 yards, 
will guide the Vikings to a step up from 
last year’s 9-5 campaign. He'll have 
plenty of help. 

Junior Beau Grado (6-1, 180) is a ver- 
satile performer on both sides of the ball; 
he could become Maraz’s chief target in 
the passing game. Seniors Jeff Poland (6- 
1, 160) and Roby Owsley (5-7, 150) can 
also catch the pigskin. 

Jordan Ong (5-8, 160, Sr.) should be 
the primary ballcarrier. Clearing a path 
for Ong will be senior linemen Frank 
Delagarza (6-2, 210), Casey Mahoney (5- 
10, 205), Matt Shillington (5-10, 190), 
Austin Diaz (5-8, 180) and Tyler Holm 
(5-11, 190). 

Hickman is expecting each of these 
players to contribute on defense too. A 
total of 19 letterwinners are back on 
campus, including an impressive 13 
starters. 

An outstanding and motivated group 
of young men are back at BRADSHAW 
MOUNTAIN. When the 4A split into 
two divisions last year, a serious run at 
the state title became possible for a 
whole new set of teams. Palo Verde won 
the 4A-2 crown last year and Arcadia 
advanced to the semifinals. Coach 
Chuck Apap’s guys could be this year’s 
Cinderella. 

The Bears won seven of 11 last fall 
and have four all-region picks still in 
uniform. Headliners are senior RB/LB 
Levi Moore (5-9, 175), senior DT Phillip 
Marchant (5-10, 238), junior OG Matt 
Buehler (6-1, 220) and junior DB/P/K 


Ben Pigg (5-10, 170). Moore and Pigg can 
really run. 

Bradshaw Mountain's signalcaller 
should be Kegan Chilton, a 5-10, 157- 
pound senior, while senior Matt 
McFadden (6-2, 205) is the top veteran 
lineman. Defensively, watch for DT 
Brenden Flygare (6-3, 279), DE Job 
Gomez (5-11, 187) and LB Tyler Do (5-8, 
178) — all seniors — to set the pace. 

An outstanding pass-catch combina- 
tion continues to be the big news at 
CACTUS SHADOWS. The Falcons 
were much improved last year, conclud- 
ing matters with a respectable 5-6 ledger. 
Senior QB Phillip Aholt found big 
receiver Kyle Watkins frequently last 
fall, and for big yardage. 

If the Falcons can keep improving, 
2006 could be an exciting year. Coach 
Chad DeGrenier also has some good 
players from an excellent junior varsity 
(7-1 in 2005) ready to contribute. 

Defensively, the Falcons should have 
a terrific linebacking corps headed by 
the likes of Eric Gurraiz, Ryan Patchele, 
Sean January and Matt Williams. 

The defensive front is solid, thanks to 
Chris Manship, Trace Stevens and Bobby 
Wolf, while the leaders in the secondary 
should be Chasan Royer and Kyle Royer. 

The QUEEN CREEK Bulldogs were 
good last year and they’re going to be 
good again this time out. In fact, 4A 
football seems to suit Coach Curt 
LeBlanc and his players just fine - they 
finished 9-3 last season. 

Senior FB/LB David Hollis (5-11, 205) 
was an all-region selection in 2005, while 
QB Dayton Jones (6-0, 165, Sr.) nabbed 
second-team all-region honors. RB/LB 
Austin Carnes (5-11, 170, Sr.) was an 
honorable mention all-region performer. 

Keep an eye on TE/DL Aulama 
Lemaw (6-0, 210) and OT/DT Ian 
Spencer (6-3, 270) to supply the power. 
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NOTRE DAME PREP returns a nice 
trio to lead the 2006 offensive attack. 
They would be QB Shawn Renfree (6-2, 
175), RB Joe Mlachak (5-9, 160) and WR 
Mike Greco (6-3, 200). 

Renfree threw for 1,533 yards and 10 
touchdowns last year as a sophomore. 
Mlachak grabbed 29 balls for 512 yards 
from his backfield post, while Greco 
snagged 31 passes for 488 yards and six 
TDs in 2005. 

Improving on the Saints’ 3-8 record 
from a year ago will be top priority. 

Gone is big Cody Anderson, but 
Coach Max Ragsdale hopes the tide has 
turned at APACHE JUNCTION. 
Anderson now plays tight end for the 
University of Arizona; Ragsdale begins 
his fourth year with the Prospectors 
with 15 returning lettermen and gradu- 
ates from a super 8-1 JV. 

QB/DB Dalton Hoch (5-8, 190) does- 
n't have much height, but should do a 
solid job for this year’s crew. AJ’s best 
player might be senior WR/DB Justin 
Higuerra (6-3, 195), who clocks 4.7 in the 
40. 

Steven Duarte (5-9, 190) is a capable 
running back who will also be a backer 
on defense. The leaders in the trenches 
are seniors Zach Tourangeau (6-3, 290) 
and Nick Tovar (5-8, 220). Besting last 
season’s 5-7 record is a distinct possibili- 
ty. 

GLENDALE had a nice year in 2005, 
going 7-5 and hitting the playoffs. 
However, some major rebuilding is on 
the agenda for Coach Jason Wilke. Just 
four starters and only 10 lettermen are 
on hand for 2006.

Teams Statewide

After calling Sun Devil Stadium 
“home” for nearly two decades, the 
Arizona Cardinals are set to kick off their 
2006 football season under a new roof. 
The brand new Cardinals Stadium, built 
in the city of Glendale, is set to open its 
doors on August 12th with an exhibition 
game against the Pittsburgh Steelers. On 
September 10th, Arizona will take on the 
San Francisco 49ers to kick off the NFL 
regular season. 

Though there’s no doubt that the 
Cards are the new stadium’s chief tenant, 
the first-class event facility is expected to 
host many events throughout the year. 
The stadium is already slated to be the 
new home for the Fiesta Bow] and will 
serve as one of the venues in a four-year 
rotation to host the BCS National 
Championship Game. And, of course, it 
has already been named as the site for 
Super Bowl XLII, which will be played in 
January of 2008. 

Outside of football, you can expect a 
wide variety of events. The versatile sta- 
dium can be set up to accommodate 
motor sports, concerts, shows, conven- 
tions, rodeos and even other sporting 
events. Award-winning architect Peter 
Eisenman, in cooperation with HOK 
Sport, is responsible for designing the sta-

dium, which somewhat resembles an 
abstract representation of a coiled rat- 
tlesnake or even possibly a barrel cactus. 
The stadium has a capacity of 63,000 
permanent seats, with the luxury of 
another 10,000 if so desired. It has a 
retractable roof for maximum comfort of 


In the years ahead, this area around the new stadium will experience heavy growth, with 


restaurants, shopping and entertainment outlets on the way (Lindsey Kukulski photo). 
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its patrons. It also features the first-ever 
fully retractable natural grass playing sur- 
face in the United States. 

The field itself is housed within a mov- 
able, 12 million-pound tray that runs 403 
feet in length by 234 feet in width. Steel 
wheels powered by electronic motors can 
move the field in or out of the stadium on 
tracks that are embedded in the concrete 
floor below. Moving the field takes 45 to 
60 minutes. This allows natural grass to 
get the necessary sunlight and nutrients it 
needs to stay healthy. It also permits the 
facility to become a true multipurpose 
venue and to host other kinds of events. 

The Pat Tillman Freedom Plaza sur- 
rounds the entire stadium. It was built to 
honor the former Arizona Cardinals 
defensive back, who lost his life serving 
in the United States Army while stationed 
in Afghanistan on April 22, 2004. 

With its location next to the Glendale 
Arena and the emerging entertainment 
and retail center called Westgate, the 
Cardinals Stadium is a major part of an 
area that will certainly become Glendale’s 
main attraction.

Phx Christian Gets ZA Nod 


In his six years at COOLIDGE, head 
mentor Carlo Hernandez has guided the 
Bears to 66 wins in 76 tries, including a 
3A state title last year. Don’t be surprised 
if Hernandez and crew captures another 
one in 2006. 

An incredible 16 starters, paced by 
seniors Jesse Wheeler, TJ White and Ian 
Gillespie, return from last fall’s 11-1 club. 
Wheeler, a 5-11, 175-pounder, is a two- 
way star at quarterback and defensive 
back. TJ White (5-10, 180) is an elusive 
running back and another major contribu- 
tor in the secondary. Gillespie (5-11, 205) 
anchors the offensive line from his guard 
position and is a real stopper from his 
middle linebacker slot. 

And that’s not all! Senior WR/SS 
Damar White (6-2, 185), junior FB/DE 
Brad Jackson (6-0, 205), senior DE Shavar 
McKaney (6-2, 200), junior OT/ NG Wyn 
Henderson (5-10, 210), junior WR/LB 
JoVante Waggoner (6-0, 190), senior 
WR/FS Jamal McKinney (6-2, 175) and 
senior OG/DT Joshua Thornton (6-2, 215) 
are other mainstays. The Bears are just 
plain good. 

Led by all-state LB Jeff Alder, WICK- 
ENBURG looks formidable enough. 
Alder is a bit undersized at 5-11 and 180 
pounds, but one opposing coach 
describes him as “the best linebacker I’ve 
seen in five years.” He definitely uses his 
4.7 speed to run to the football. 

There are plenty of encouraging signs 
for second-year Wrangler Coach Norris 
Vaughn. His team finished 11-2 last year. 
Sixteen lettermen return. Seven starters 
on offense and seven regulars on defense 
are among those letterwinners. And the 
JV was undefeated in 2005. 

Bruising Scott McKeever (6-1, 208), a 
standout at running back and linebacker, 
is another honors candidate, after captur- 
ing second-team all-state laurels last fall. 
Junior QB Drew Vaughn (5-11, 160) threw 
for over 1300 yards as a sophomore. 

There’s good size and experience in 
both lines, thanks to the availability of C 
Timmy Limon (5-9, 210, Sr.), OL/DT
